e rary policemen. As airplanes hov­ 
ered over the densely

old city, troops used the govern­ 
m ent offices, the highest building 
in th e new city adjacent to the old 
city wall, as a watchtower. 
The building overlooked the reb­ 
el stronghold in the mosque area, 
which the British appeared deter­ 
m ined not to desecrate by shoot­ 
ing or by occupation. 
Rebels 
made openings 
through 
the w all surrounding the mosque 
b u t authorities 
brought 
cement 
and closed them. 
Troops were stationed on 
high 
buildings outside the walls, includ­ 
ing hospitals and churches. 
W ith 
flags, they signalled the movements 
of the rebels. 
The situation inside the walls, 
and the number of casualties, how ­ 
ever, were unknown. 
An A rm en­ 
ian wom an and a child in the m od­ 
ern city were wounded by stray 
bullets. 
The troops took up positions in 
high buildings in the modern city 
w here they could 
command the 
rooftops of the congested area. 
Rebels barricaded the gates from 
the inside, burned the police station 
and apparently were in control. The 
troops could reach them only by 
storm ing the walls built in 1517 by 
Selim I of Turkey after lie took the 
city from the Egyptians. 
The modern city, built up outside

w alls after 1858, 
was

pressed.

SCHOOL RESPONSIBILITIES 


The school shoulders the respon­ 
sibility for the pupils* attendance 
m d behavior and progress during 
school time. The home carries the 
rest. 
The 
responsibility 
of the 
school, which is the Teacher, is a 
?rave one inasm uch as the family 
m ust depend upon her for much of 
the child’s grow th and development. 
Home has to send the child to 
school in an attitude for learning, 
in good health, In m ental and bod­ 
ily comfort. 
A fter th a t the teach­ 
er takes over. 
The pupils’ attendance is the re ­ 
sponsibility of the school in so far 
as the school sessions are con­ 
cerned. The teacher m ust note im ­ 
mediately the lateness or absence 
of a pupil and report it so th a t it 
is recorded accurately, and the p ar­ 
ents are informed w ithout delay. 
No child should be allowed to be 
absent w ithout inquiry on the day 
of his absence. The parents should 
be notified and the cause of the 
absence recorded. 
W ithout delay. 
Attendance, punctuality, and reg­ 
ularity, are im portant to the child’s 
I progress, 
character, 
growth 
and 
habits. 
If he is ill he is not to 
I attend school. He cannot learn and 
he m ay pass his illness along. But 
the parents should report his ill­ 
ness a t once. 
And the teacher 
; should record it and the reason 
given, w ithout delay. 
Em phasis ‘ m ust be put on this 
m utual notification because chil­ 
dren will absent them selves w ith­ 
out cause other than their own 
vagary. 
One child of six stayed 
out of school for two weeks w ith­ 
out her people knowing about it. 
She played w ith a neighbor’s little 
girl not yet of school age. 
She 
might have gone on playing there 
day after day if the m other of the 
younger child had not called up 
to ask if it were all right for Louie 
to be w ith ber little one every day. 
The school haid failed to report 
the absence. 
T hat is only one Instance. It can 
be m ultiplied 
by 
thousands for 
children from the beginners class 
through high school, even young 
people in college, have reasons of 
their own for cutting classes and 
school sessions. 
The school m ust 
shoulder the responsibility for n o t­ 
ification of their parents, w ithout 
delay. 
Sometimes teachers notify p a r­ 
ents when the note m ight better 
be withheld. 
A teacher should 
think twice, and then w ait and 
think three tim es before sending 
a note saying th a t fath er m ust 
come to school. 
F ath er is usually 
out earning a living for this child 
and the other m em bers of his fam ­ 
ily. 

Think care­ 
full again.

The Labor Situation In Orange County 


A Radio Talk by 
Logan Jackson. Sheriff 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


During the prim ary campaign, a certain Mexican gentlem an wrote a letter which wee net in­ 
tended for public circulation. 
It w as a secret letter, but it was full of importance to the farm er be­ 
cause it foreshadowed the kind of thing in store for the farm er if this Mexican gentleman has his way. 
This letter was not addressed to the farm ers, but it should have been. 
Believe me, the farm ers 
ara interested in its contents. 
This letter indicated the kind of thing th a t such Communist agitators 
as Lillian Monroe, notorioua in every etrike in California^ plan for th# farm er. It is th# kind of thing 
that William Velarde and Eataban Muniz and Lucas Lucio plan for the farm ers. Keep thesa name* 
in mind for they are im portant in thia campaign for sheriff. 
You need to know w hat thaaa people 
want and w hat they ara doing to gat control of O rangs county agriculture. 


Let u t go back a little in Orangs county history and aaa what thesa people attem pted in 1936. 
Let u t see how it eame about th a t American citizens, a t the risk of their lives, had to defend their 
homes, their farme, their crops, and the right to use the highways, against the violence of those rook­ 
ies# agitators. 


In the spring of 1936, Lillian Munroe, Velarde and Muniz served a list of demands on the pack­ 
ing houses. Chief among theee demands was recognition of tho Mexican union with tho proviaion th at 
the racketeers should say who could and could not work in tho orchards. These labor agitators ware 
to relieve the farm ers of the trouble of running their own business. 


The farm ers, as m ight be expected, stood up m anfully and said THEY WOULD run thair own 
business without the dictation of Lillian Munroe, or Velarde or of Muniz. Or even of Lucio or of Max­ 
well Burke, his chief advisor. 


W hat then? 
Lucio and hit gang called the etrike, took the Mexican pickers out of the orchards 
and told the farm er th a t his crop would rot on the trees. 


The farm er had another idea. 
Ha arranged 
to have his fruit picked. 
But Lucio said, “No, 
that it not tho idea. The fru it is to stay in the orchards. 
I have arranged it th at way.” 


So tho Velarde-Lucio general staff sent their Mexican dupes out armed with guns and clubs to 
clean out the mon who wanted to work. There were several hundred of these misguided Mexicans nd 
they stormed through the orchards, beating and threatening everyone they encountered. They assaulted 
American citizens who were attem pting to protect their property. 


Most of these rioters were not even American citizens and the attack amounted to an armed 
invasion. 
I did w hat any honest sheriff would have done. 
I met violence with force and suppressed 
the riot. 


We arrested 116 Mexicans and took them to jail, 
violence from th a t source. 
W a had the ringleaders and wa had no m ort 


We did not, of course, get the directing hands of the rioters because the agitators ars not out on 
tho 
fighting front. They stay in soma safe place while th eir misguided 
dupes 
do the fighting. We did 
not, of course, get Lucas Lucio, tho Orange county generalissim o of the Mexican arm y, or his chief 
advisor, Attorney Maxwell Burke. They were not a t the fighting front. 


Now these people, th is Lucio, th is Mr. Maxwell Burke, this Velarde and Muniz, by no means 
approved the action I took in protecting the farm ers in th eir right*. They lost th at battle, but they 
plan to renew it under more favorable conditions. 


W hat would be more favorable conditione for Lucio and his gang? 
Would control of the sher­ 
iffs office be any help to them ? 
lf they had a sheriff who would turn his back when th* Mexican riot­ 
ers went out to drive the pickers from th* orchards, would they not be in much better position to 
accomplish their purpose? 
W hat do you think? 


‘ W hat kind of a sheriff do you think they 
want? 
Do 
they w ant 
me? 
No, not at all. Do they 
want Mr. Elliott? 


Let u t see. I have here a letter w ritten by Mr. Lucio, Mr. Lucio active among the Mexican Com­ 
munists and racketeers. 
It it addressed to Muniz, the Mexican agitator who served th* demands on 
the farm ers. It it dated August 5th this year, before the prim ary election, and it instructs Muniz en 
who to support for county office. 


W hat offices in the county do you think Lucio ie concerned with controlling? 
It is not hard to 
guess. 
He wants Muniz to help elect the sheriff and the district attorney, the two office* th at interfere 
with Mr. Lucio’s plans for tho farm ers. 
In this letter who does Mr. Lucio want for district attorney? 
Of course, he has only on# candidate. 
He wants Mr. Maxwell Burke. Well th at’s one strike on Lucio, 
ho did not get Mr. Burke. 
But who does he want for sheriff? 
Remember, there were four candidates 
for sheriff at the time. There was Mr. Pearson, there w as Elliott, there was myself, and one other. 
Eliminate myself. 
He didn’t w ant me, of course. 
Did he w ant Mr. Pearson? 
He did not. Jim Pear­ 
son was not tho kind of sheriff he could use. 
Who did he w ant? Well, he wanted Jess Elliott. 


Remember, says Mr. Lucio in this letter to Mr. Muniz, rem ember that Senor Elliott is th* favorite 
of the Mexican people. 
Do you think th a t Senor Elliott can be the favorite of the Mexican agitators 
and the farm ers at the tam e tim e? 


I have said th at Lucio and Muniz and Velarde and th eir gang could use a sheriff who would 
turn his back. Why do they think Jess Elliott would tu rn his back when they were beating and kill­ 
ing American citizens? 
Largely, I suppose, because he said he could. 
I apl not making that state­ 
ment inadvisedly. T hat is exactly w hat Elliott told a radical group in Santa Ana during the primary 
campaign. He was asked w hat he would do if ho saw union men attem pting to persuade non-union 
men to leave a job. 
Remember th at these Mexicans were trying to persuade picking crews to leave 
the orchards and were using guns and clubs as persuaders. 
Jess Elliott told his radical admirers that 
ha could turn his back. 


Let me say here and now, and with all the em phasis of which I am capable, that I will not turn 
my back when violence is turned against American citizens or any other citizena entitled to protec­ 
tion of the law. 
I am not th at kind of a sheriff. 
The people of Orange county had best be sure 
that Jess Elliott does not have a chanco to turn his back on them . 


Now, what did Mr. Lucio do in the prim ary campaign besides write a letter for Burke and El­ 
liott? 
You can be sure th a t he did plenty. You can be sure that he had the help of Muniz and Ve­ 
larde and Lillian Munroe and of Maxwell Burke and of the Mexican consulate, which has no business 
in Orange county politics. 
You can bo doubly sure by reading the returns of the Mexican precincts in 
thia county. 
You can be sure th at more Mexicans voted th an ever voted before, and th at they voted 
for Elliott. Look up the returns on any Mexican precinct. 
j 


Now, did Mr. Elliott accept this support passively or did he actively approve it. 
Well, he tent 
word to one Orange county farm er th a t there is no reason for concern over the Mexican labor situa­ 
tion. 
He and Lucio had reached an understanding rn the m atter. 


Now, an understanding between Lucio and the sheriff may be an excellent solution of the Mex­ 
ican problem, but as sheriff, I will never place the safety and the security of the farm ers in the hands 
of Lucas Lucio. 
I do not believe th a t tho farmer* will do so. They are being offered the opportun­ 
ity to do it by electing Elliott, but I do not think they will accept the offer. 


Now, these may seem like hard words against Mr. Elliott, but I did not choose Mr. Elliott’* 
as­ 
sociates in this campaign. 
I did not put the gamblers behind him, and I did not put tho labor racket­ 
eers behind him. 
I put them against myself by the way 
I handled the office, but I did not 
put them 
behind Elliott, and ho does not have to accept them unless he wants to. 


I ask you to consider w hether it is ju st by accident th at Jess Elliott has taken up with th* crowd 
that is supporting him in this cam paign. How is it th at Floyd Howard, th* chief of police of Santa 
Ana, who is under Federal indictm ent in a lottery scheme, is for Joes Elliott? Why isn’t he for mo? 


Why is it th a t Colonel Berry, editor of Th* Independent, Santa Ana’# green sheet, end a bosom 
friend of Howard and Candidate Elliott, ha* for ntore than tw o years devoted himself end his paper, 
very largely to a system atic cam paign to discredit me and my office? 


Surely, it isn’t entirely accident th a t these people I have mentioned are for Elliott. 
Can it not 
be possible that birds of a feather flock together? 
Isn’t is possible that I stand for something in a gov­ 
ernment that theee people do not stand for, and which Jess Elliott does not stand for? 


I 
think that ie th* reason why th* Howards end th* Berry* and 
th* Lucio* and th* Velardes and 
th ^ Munroes are unitedly against me and unitedly for Jess Elliott. 


Surely th* people of Orange county are not going to tu rn the sheriffs office over to this cleat 
of people. Ar* they not going to demand th at Jess Elliott divorce himself from this crowd before they 
entrust an im portant offioe to him? 


Do the people of Orange county w ant the safety of their persona and property entrusted to such 
a gang? 
I do not think they do. 
« 


W hat about my friends? Take th* board of supervisors, of which N. E. W est is a member. 
He 
ie my political enemy. 
By reason of him I am harassed by 
suits which the district attorney and th# 
chairman of the board have pronounced to be persecutions, 
la there nothing strange about that? But 
th* chairmen of the board, W illard Smith, ie my friend. 
He ia an honest man and a just man. 


Is it just en accident th at W illard Smith is my friend and West my enemy? 


lf you had to choose between W illard Smith and N. 
E. W est, which would you choose? And 
wouldn’t the choice you mad# pretty well establish w hat 
kind of a person you were? 


I 
cannot work in publie offioo with N. E. W est or w ith Floyd 
Howard. They have a different 
idea 
of public responsibility than I have. 
My associate* in thia campaign are different kind of people. 
I look to the farm ers and the churches end the business people and to responsible labor and the decent 
people generally for my support, and I do not w ant any other kind. 
I will not aooept any ether 
kind. 
I do not believe th at the decent people of th is county are going to let me down. 
I think you 
ar# going to tee th at there can be no compromise w ith the Elliott crowd. 
You m ust choose one kind 
of government or the other. After all, there ere only two issues in thi< eempaign for sheriff, One is 
public decency. 
It is the issue of w hether we are to give law -breakers oontrol of our county. It is the 
issue of whether the gam blers ar* to do ae they plea##, or not. 


The other is industrial freedom. T hat mean# the right of agriculture and lawful butine** to th# 
protection of the low a g a i n s t labor racketeer*. It mean* th a t the farm er ie entitled to a free road to 
market. 
It means, if I am elected th at goon squad# will dum p no trucks Over in this county because I 
will net permit it. 
It mean* th at the farmer# shall not be forced to bow to the dictates of such pee- 
pl# as Lucio end Velarde and Lillian Munroe. 


Thee# issues are up to the law abiding people of this county. I have no persona! animus toward 
Jess 
Elliott. 
I think he is in bad company. Noither of us is im portant exoept ae we represent prin­ 
ciples. 


Thee# things whish I have aoid ar# tho truth, and I say thorn because it Is my duty to toll tho 
truth to the people of Orange county. 


All I went is that tho people of this county understand ju st w hat is involved in this carny. 
am willing to abide by th* aetion of the people and do it cheerfully when they know 
w hat to 
or*. When they knew th* facto, I think they will elect me. 
lf they do not, I, i t (oast, 
* 
duty a* an affixer and a daoont sitiaon. 


I ask you ta oanaidor th#*# fact* I have given you, and chack them i 
lodge, lf you think I am right, I ask you to do something about it. You ara 
decency in this campaign. 
You and people like you can win it, but youI * “ ■* 
ia the price of liberty and af dosaney, 
Will you help me win thia fight? 


I shall hava mara ta. say ta you next week. 
Thank you and goad night.

WHAT COULD BE FAIRER? 


Some time ago Wendell L. Willkie, president of 
the Commonwealth and Southern Corporation, sug­ 
gested th at the price to be paid by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority for the properties of private elec- 


"TWO-PRICE" SYSTEM 
We read news dispatches that the Administration 
is figuring on establishing a ‘‘tw o-price’’ system — 
th at certain people will be able to buy more for their 
money than others. It will be remembered th at this 
is a policy of Russia—that some people have the 
right to consume more for a given amount of pro­ 
duction than another man will have. This, of course, 
is contrary to the very nature of life. It, however, 
is an eventual result of policies advocated by both 
the Republican and Democratic parties; namely, th a t 
people should pay in proportion to ability to pay. lf 
people m ust pay for their government in proportion 
to ability to pay then why not pay for food, clothing 
and shelter in proportion to their ability to pay? 
Instead of having two prices, why not have a hundred 
prices, because there is a very changing difference In 
people s ability to pay. It is un-Democratic, un-A m eri­ 
can and un-C hristian to coerce people to furnish more 
for some people for a given value than it is to an o th ­ 
er. 
. 


Business had a long battle in attem pting to e s­ 
tablish one price to all. Even today in many cases 
trie utilities It wanted to acquire in the region, be 
determined by a board of three men. one to be ap- 
tbe m erchants have different prices, if they cannot 
pointed by the President, one by the utilities in j 
their first price. All sound people frowned on 
question, and the third by the Supreme Court. 
But the TYA refused, preferring to go ahead with 
its policy of offering whatever it pleased for prop­ 
erties, and threatening to drive tax-paying com­ 
panies. owned by a m ultitude of small investors, out 
of business with tax-subsidized, tax-free government 
competition if the owners refused to accept TVA 
terms. 
Now Mr. Willkie has made another suggestion. The 
TVA is planning to acquire certain Commonwealth 
and Southern properties a t an early date. Mr. Willkie 
proposes th at the m atter be turned over to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission to decide the 
price. There would be no appeal from th e decision, 
and both parties would be bound in good faith to ac­ 
cept the SEC’* decision. 
One wonders w hat excuse the TVA can present for 
refusing this. Certainly the SEC cannot be called pro­ 
utility for its membership is appointed by the Presi­ 
dent, who fathered the TVA. It has every statistical 
and bookkeeping facility at its command for arriving 
a t a true value, in a dispassionate m anner. And, large­ 
ly because of the fair spirit of its chairm an, Mr. 
Douglas, it ha* deservedly gained a wide m easure of 
public confidence. 
This suggestion is the bes*, testim onial possible to 
the fairness of private utility m anagem ents in seek­ 
ing a reasonable solution to this controversy. It is to 
be regretted th a t the TVA has. in the p ast a t least, 
refused to co-operate in a sim ilar spirit. 


IS CULBERT OLSON SINCERE? 


When Culbert Olson spoke at Birch Park before 
hie nomination, he said he took his platform ser­ 
iously . He believes th at everyone should have a 
profit above cost, that everyone should have mini­ 
mum wages and every unfortunate person a pen­ 
sion but he gave no details as to how these conditions 
could be brought about. 
This is a most desirable aspiration. The Register 
was very’ much interested in learning w hat plans 


this policy. B ut now. the governm ent is attem pting 
to establish a tw o-price syetem th at private business 
..as publicly discarded. The tw o-price system for 
the governm ent would have horrified people a few 


no,irs ago but now people have become hardened 
to most any absurdity and inconsistency. As Pope 
said:

It is unjust 
b e c a u s e 
it 
creates a highly 
favored g r o u p 
solely on th e 
basis of age. All 
p e r s o n s who 
are fifty years 
old. an d who 
are qualified to 
vote, and who 
were legal resi- 
d e n t s of the 
state during the year ending Novem­ 
ber 8. 1938, are to receive $30 every 
Thursday. They not only need do 
nothing to earn this sum, but they are 
specifically forbidden to earn it, for 
the payments are made only to those 
applicants who will swear that they 
will not accept employment for pay. 
and who will further swear that they 
will not employ any person in the 
production of goods and services for 
sale or hire. 
A man may be a millionaire, and 
continue to work. but that will not 
prevent his wife, if over fifty, from 
receiving the pension. A man may 
be a confirmed drunkard, of no value 
to society, but he will still get $30 a 
week. He may have done time in a 
penal institution, and thus not be 
qualified to vote, but he will still get 
the pension. This is because the pro­ 
posed plan specifically provides that 
th# requirement that applicants shall 
be qualified to vote shall ba waived 
in the case of former inmates of penal 
Institutions, if they have ever been 
citizens of the United States. 
Under the plan a married couple 
over fifty will receive $60 a week, or 
$3,120 a year. As everyone knows, this 
is much more than most laborers get. 


even if their wages are supplemented 
by some earnings on the part of the 
wife. And the workingman under 
fifty, by his labor, creates goods and 
renders services, whereas the pen­ 
sioner over fifty is paid for doing 
nothing. The injustice of this discrim­ 
ination is increased by the fact that 
the workingman under fifty probably 
has more dependents than the pen­ 
sioner over fifty, especially since the 
act provides that no person receiving 
a pension shall be required to use any 
part thereof for the support of any 
relative or other person over eighteen. 
The plan is unjust for other reasons. 
It provides that buyers and sellers of 
merchandise and services are relieved 
of all California sales taxes (except 
gasoline taxes), if payment for the 
merchandise and services is made in 
warrants, thus discriminating against 
those who pay for goods and services 
in lawful money. It provides that no 
person or corporation need pay any 
state income tax on that percentage 
of his taxable income which is equal 
to the percentage of warrants re­ 
ceived at their face value in trade 
or exchange, t h u s discriminating 
against those whose income is re­ 
ceived in lawful money rather than 
in warrants. 
The plan is unjust to government 
employes because they must take half 
of their pay in warrants, and to keep 
the warrants good a two-cent stamp 
must be affixed every Thursday. The 
compensation of employes is thus re­ 
duced by two cents on every dollar 
of warrants in their possession on a 
Thursday. 
It is unjust also because it provides 
thst pensioners thai! receive increases 
in pensions to compensate them for 
the increase in prices that is ap-

like change. 
But the pompany of­ 
ficers in direct contact w ith th# 
work were* 82 per cent favorable. 
The A ssistant Secretary of W ar a l­ 
so investigated and reported fa­ 
vorably. 
(See memoirs of the N a­ 
tional Academy of Science, XV, p 
46 and p 25.) 
“And after a longer tried (dur­ 
ing most of which time the col­ 
umnist was no longer in a camp 
having psychological service), the 
overwhelming majority of even the 
older and conservative commanding 
generals reported favorably. 
Thua 
the commanding officer of Camp 
Sheridan wrote: 
“ ‘There is no line of activity of 
major importance that has not call­ 
ed upon the psychological service 
for assistance. 
This assistance has 
been of such direct help and of 
such tried value that the psycho­ 
logical service will be demanded 
with 
ever 
increasing 
insistence.* 
(Memoirs, p 114.). 
"That report was not obtairw^d 
In Johnson’s misleading phrase, by
